( a ) W at  e r Supply : - 

The  water  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water 
Department*  and  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity.  No  bacteriological  examination  has  been  made  by  this 
Authority  during  the  year  but  weekly  samples  are  taken  by  the  Water 
Department  of  the. filtered  and  treated  water  for  examination  and  of 
the  rain  water  monthly*  for  chemical  and  bac terioiogfoal  examination. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Dearden*  the  Engineer  of  the  Water 
Department*  Stockport*  for  the  following  information 

M The  supply  to  Alderley  Edge  is  from  the  Kinder 
source  which  is  in  the  parish  of  Hayfield  and  is  from 
upland  sources.  The  boreholes  at  ALdcrley  Edge  have 
not  been  used  for  some  time  but  are  kept  as  a standby 
supply.  The  sdrvic'e  reservoir  for  the  Kinder  supply 
' is  on  Alderley  Edge.

The  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  a Bearding  School. 

One  case  in  January  and  two  further  cases  in  December.  There  were 
other  cases  among  the  Day  Children  attending  this  School  hut  not 
resident  in  the  District.  Extensive  swabbing  was  therefore  carried 
out  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Alison,  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  School. 
The  outbreak  extended  into  1947.  No  definite  sources  could  be 
found  but  there  was  a maid  who  carried  haemolytic  streptococcus  of 
Group  -"a"  who  left  the  School. 

(b)  Tuberculosis; - 

There  were  two  primary  notifications  (both  male 
respiratory)  during  the  year  and  no  deaths  were  reported.

13  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  have  been  immunised 
at  the  Welfare  Centre.  This  is  not  a true  indication  of  the  amount 
of  immunisation  that. takes  place  in  the  district  for  enquiries  show 
that  the  other  children  are  immunised  privately  and  there  is  no 
reason  to  believe  that  the  position  has  materially  altered  from  that 
given  in  my  Report  of  1945,  i. e. , 86^  of  the  children  under  15  years 
of  age  have  been  immunised.

The  following  is  my  Report  for  the  year  1946 
Public  Cleans Ing/ 

In  July  1946  a Bantam  Karrier  was  obtained  and  a weekly 
collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  instituted.  The  disposal  of  refuse 
is  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  tip  in  Wilmslow  Road.  The  average 
weekly  collection  during  the  winter  period  was  17-g-  tons  and  the 
average  weekly  collection  for  summer  period  was  10^  tons. 

Dry  Ashpit s/ 

12  dry  ashpits  were  abolished  and  dustbins  substituted. 

A triweekly  collection  of  refuse  is  arranged  for  one  large  hotel,  and 
an  additional  charge  is  made  for  collection. 

Salvage / 

Salvage  is  collected  from  householders  by  personnel  of 
Refuse  Vehicle  and  a fortnightly  collection  on  alternate  Tuesdays  is 
made  by  the  Highways  Vehicle  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  trade 
salvage;  this  involves  about  four  hours  each  period.

The  unsatisfactory  samples  of  untreated  milk  were  followed 
through.  Further  samples  were  taken  which  proved  satisfactory. 

The  reason  for  the  unsatisfactory  samples  was  sought  and  advioe  given 
to  producers  in  alderley  Edge.  Where  the  milk  was- retailed  in 
Alderley  Edge  but  produced  elsewhere,  the  Authority  of  the  Production 
area  was  notified,, 

The  treated  milk  for  phosphatase  test  proved  unsatisfact- 
ory in  3 samples,  the  firms  who  produced  and  also  the  Licencing 
Authorities  were  informed.  Further  two  samples  proved  satisfactory.

'F1  - Found. 
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Tuberculin  was  found  in  one  sample  of  untreated  milk  and 
the  appropriate  Authority  (Cheshire  County  Council)  was  informed. 
Investigation  failed  to  find  the  source  hut  it  was  stated  that  one 
beast  had  been  slaughtered  between  the  period  the  sample  was  taken 
and  an  inspection  of  the  herd  commenced.
